These  were  the  two  main  decisions 
made  at  a  public  hearing  on  downtown 
redevelopment  in  the  Provo  City 
commission’s  chambers  Monday. 

About  50  citizens,  property  owners  and 
merchants  attended  the  meeting  to  hear 


proposals  by  City  Planner  Eugene  Carr 
and  Albert  Christensen  of  Architect 
Planners  Alliance. 

Architect  Planners  Alliance  has  been 
engaged  by  the  city  to  study  the 
downtown  shopping  situation  and  to 
provide  recommendations  for  an  overall 
design  and  re-modification. 


The  one  solution  that  reached  a  general 
consensus  was  to  maintain  parking  along 
Center  Street  between  100  East  and  500 
West  but  reduce  parking  along  the  center 
of  the  street  to  one  lane  of  diagonal  stalls 
instead  of  two  lanes. 

In  addition  to  reducing  parking, 
through  traffic  will  be  rerouted  along  100 
South  between  100  East  and  500  West. 
Planners  say  this  will  allow  the  south  side 
Center  Street  businesses  to  be  included  in 
the  total  redevelopment  scheme. 

MERCHANTS  CONTEND  that  parking 
along  Center  Street  is  necessary  because  it 
provides  the  shopper  with  easy  access  to 
the  stores.  Rerouting  the  thoroughfare 
and  reducing  center  lane  parking  will 
allow  safer  parking  and  still  provide  stalls 
close  to  the  businesses. 

There  is  currently  space  for  100  cars 
along  each  block  of  Center  Street 
between  100  East  and  500  West, 
according  to  City  Planner  Eugene  Carr. 

Reducing  center  parking  to  a  single  lane 
and  maintaining  curb-side  parking  will 
allow  77  cars  per  block,  added  Carr. 
Commissioner  Grange  said  that  if  store 
employees  would  not  park  on  Center 
Street,  “the  difference  would  be  made-up 
in  adequate  off-street  parking.” 

Also  reaching  an  agreement  with 
merchants  and  property  owners  was  the 
proposal  to  provide  trees,  shrubbery  and 
other  plants  in  a  beautification  effort. 
Christensen  said  this  would  provide  the 
shopper  with  a  more  pleasant  atmosphere 
and  still  permit  him  to  make  purchases 
should  he  be  in  a  hurry.

Abuse  of  power  cited  by  Romney

1MNEY  SAID  this  has  occurred 
ase  “anti-trust  laws  are  incomplete 
i  out-of-date,  and  our  collective 
aining  laws  promote  monopoly 
:r  on  the  part  of  employes  and 
ns.” 


The  former  Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  said  this 
concentration  of  economic  power  has 
“given  economic  organizations 
tremendous  political  power— so  much 
that  neither  Democratic  nor  Republican 
administrations  have  been  willing  to  deal 
with  the  problem  head-on.” 

Romney  said  the  worst  result  of  this 
concentration  of  economic  power  is  the 
failure  of  the  first  Nixon  Administration 
to  curb  the  wage-price  spiral  through 
fiscal  and  monetary  action.  He  said  the 
resulting  crisis  brought  about  the  “drastic 
precedent  of  a  governmentally  controlled 
economy.” 

UNLESS  COMPETITIVE 
ENTERPRISE  laws  and  collective 
bargaining  laws  are  modernized  by 
making  them  subject  to  the 
decision-making  power  of  the  consumers, 
there  will  be  some  form  of  permanent 
government  control,  Romney  warned.  “If 
this  happens,”  Romney  said,  “freedom 
will  shrink.” 

Romney  said  just  as  inflation  is  a  result 
of  concentrated  economic  power, 
corruption  in  politics  is  the  result  of  “an 
excessive  concentration  of  political  power 
that  has  been  arrogantly  abused.” 


The  former  Michigan  governor 
explained  that  the  burdens  and 
responsibilities  of  the  President  are  so 
great  that  he  is  forced  to  delegate  much 
of  his  power  whjch  he  is  not  then  able  to 
properly  supervise. 

He  said  he  hopes  the  Watergate  scandal 
will  jolt  the  American  people  into  a 
careful  review  of  the  “maldistribution 
and  abuse”  of  power. 

Romney  offered  six  steps  to  insure  the 
success  of  the  American  Revolution. 
These  are: 

—Putting  consumers  back  in  the  driver’s 
seat  economically  by  dispersing  the 
swollen  power  of  big  business  and  big 
unions. 

—Realigning  the  division  of  power 
between  the  President  and  Congress  by 
strengthening  Congress. 

—Increasing  state  and  local  government 
responsibility  for  problem  solving. 

—Reducing  the  “intolerable”  total  tax 
burden. 

—  Adopting  specific  and  effective 
limitations  on  political  contributions  and 
making  certain  they  are  enforced. 

—Adopting  public  policies  that  will 
encourage  greater  reliance  on  private 
enterprise. 


PLANNERS  WILL  CONTINUE  to 

study  the  downtown  shopping  center 
problems  with  other  areas  of  concern 
being: 

—How  to  fully  utilize  the  second  stories 
of  stores  to  provide  more  space. 

-How  to  provide  an  overall  unity  to 
the  store  fronts. 

—The  problem  of  financing. 

—The  problem  of  maintenance.  Who 
will  do  it  and  what  will  it  cost. 

—The  idea  of  a  trade  center  with 
merchant  displays  and  information  on 
where  items  can  be  purchased. 

City  planners  and  members  of  the 
Architect  Planners  Alliance  will  again 
meet  with  merchants  and  property 
owners  July  10,  at  8  p.m.  in  the  city 
commission  chambers  to  consider  further 
downtown  redevelopment  proposals.

in  Utah  to  be  analyzes 


Lenore  Romney  says 


Mass  transit  service  in  Utah 
Valley  is  so  low  that  it  is  “almost 
non-existant,”  according  to  a 
representative  of  a  Denver-based 
transportation  planning  firm. 

Robert  Leigh  of  Alan  Voorhees 
and  Associates  said,  “I’ve  seen 
many  areas  this  size  with  10  times 
the  level  of  bus  service  found 
here.” 

Leigh  made  the  comments 
Thursday  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Citizens’  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Utah  Valley 
Area  Transportation  Study 
(UVATS). 

He  explained  that  his  firm  has 
been  hired  by  UVATS  to  conduct 
a  short  range  study  of  what  the 
transportation  needs  will  be  in  the 
valley  by  1980.  The  study  will  be 
done  in  two  parts,  according  to 
Leigh.

English  study 


Students  arrived  at  Brigham 
Young  University  from  Europe, 
Asia,  and  Latin  America  this  week 
to  participate  in  an  Intensive 
English  As  a  Second  Language 
program  sponsored  by  the 
Linguistics  Department. 

In  addition  to  their  six  hours  of 
daily  instruction  in  small  group 
sections  (seven  to  ten  per  section 
plus  language  labs),  students  will 
be  involved  in  a  wide  variety  of 
activities  to  acquaint  them  with 
American  culture,  including 
pageants,  rodeos,  summer  plays, 
nature  hikes,  visits  to  historical 
sites,  etc. 

The  group  program  provides  not 
only  for  extremely  rapid  progress 
in  English  skills  but  also  has 
generated  a  great  number  of 
friendships  (at  least  one  marriage 
from  last  year’s  groups)  and  a 
dramatically  revised  view  of  the 
Mormons  and  Americans  in 
general.

“We  have  opportunities  for 
moral  decisions  every  day  of  our 
lives,”  Mrs.  Romney  said  in 
relation  to  making  decisions 
which  will  change  humanity. 

When  effecting  change  “don’t 
think  about  the  problem,”  she 
said,  “think  through  the 
problem.” 

If  you  want  to  change  things 
work  on  one  problem  at  a  time, 
Mrs.  Romney  advised.  “Get  in  and 
do  it  ”  she  advised  when  you  have 
decided  what  to  do. 

As  LDS  women  we  must  decide 
how  we  will  influence  the  future 
of  mankind,  she  added.  We  should 
ask,  “What\  does  life  expect  of 
me?” 

“We  are  supposed  to  be  able  to 
love,  we  are  supposed  to  be 


unselfish,”  Mrs.  Romney  said  that 
because  of  this  LDS  women  can 
change  things  for  the  better. 

Knowledge  should  be  used  to 
help  others  instead  of  as  an  ego 
satisfier,  according  to  Mrs. 
Romney. 

She  encouraged  members  of  the 
Church  to  “become  the  salt  of  the 
earth,”  and  go  forth  and  make  the 
world  better. 

“We  understand  the  meaning  of 
life,  and  the  destiny  of  life,”  Mrs. 
Romney  said.

Other 
members  are  Dr.  Robert  Spencer, 
dean  of  Admissions  and  Records, 
and  Dr.  C.  Terry  Warner,  dean  of 
the  College  of  General  Studies. 

Noting  that  BYU  has  a  number 
of  organizations  involved  in  career 
advisement,  Dr.  Sorenson  said, 
“For  the  first  time  at  BYU  all 
services  assisting  the  students 
relative  to  their  majors  and  career 
selection  from  pre-admission  to 
graduation  are  coordinated  by  a 
central  agency.”

The  new  program  is  an 
outgrowth  of  determination 
expressed  by  President  Oaks  a 
year  ago  to  improve  advisement  at 
BYU.  At  that  time  he  expressed 
concern  that  a  large  percentage  of 
college  students  in  the  nation  lose 
time  by  changing  their  majors, 
some  several  times,  and  also  a 
large  percentage  of  graduates  do 
not  follow  work  for  which  then- 
majors  trained  them. 

Dr.  Sorenson  explained  that 
regardless  of  the  point  at  which  a 
student  needs  or  seeks  help 
regarding  his  major  study  or 
career  plans,  the  coordinated 
organization  will  go  into 
operation  in  his  behalf.  For 
example,  the  high  school  graduate 
newly  approved  for  admission  will 
receive  considerable  instruction. 

BYU  students  undecided  about 
a  major  may  register  in  the 


Department  of  University  Studies. 
Those  who  have  majors  receive 
further  assistance  in  the 
advisement  centers  set  up  in  each 
college.  Through  a  reference 
system,  the  agencies  are  integrated 
and  conflict  avoided. 

“We  can’t  make  a  choice  for  the 
student,  but  we  can  give  him 
greater  understanding  of  himself 
and  all  possible  information  on 
the  present  and  future  job  market, 
understanding  of  majors  of  study 
and  their  requirements  and  the 
jobs  they  lead  to,  so  that  he  can 
make  the  best  possible  decision,” 
Dr.  Sorenson  explained. 

“A  career  should  encompass 
more  than  a  job,”  he  said.  “It  also 
refers  to  life  style,  family,  leisure 
time  use,  church  and  civic 
responsibilities,  and  other 
interests.” 

He  explained  that  many 
freshmen  do  not  have  majors,  but 
this  may  not  be  serious  depending 
upon  the  objectives  of  the 
student.

Congress  has  allocated 
$400,000  for  a  shrub  research 
laboratory  in  Provo,  but  it  cannot 
be  used  immediately  due  to 
President  Nixon’s  impoundment 
of  the  funds  in  an  effort  to  cut 
back  federal  spending. 

According  to  vDr.  Ben  Wood, 
assistant  professor  of  botany  and 
range  science  at  BYU,  the  lab 
would  be  built  under  the  direction 
of  the  forest  service  to  eventually 
accommodate  approximately  30 
scientists. 

Seniors  and  graduate  students 
would  have  possibilities  for 
summer  employment  and  to  do 
graduate  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  forest  service  and  BYU 
faculty  members. 

BYU  was  selected  for  the  site  of 
the  lab  because  of  the  research  it 
has  done  in  that  area,  and  also 
because  of  its  proximity  to  the 
Great  Basin  Experiment  Station  in 
Ephraim,  which  is  the  center  for 
shrub  research. 

Wood  says  the  objectives  of  the 
lab  would  be  to  study  the  brouse 
shrub  species  of  the 
intermountain  area  to  see  if  they 
would  be  adaptable  for 
beautification  purposes  of  homes, 
highways,  right  of  ways, 
campgrounds  and  for  reclamation 
of  depleted  lands.  The  shrub 
would  also  be  studied  for  the  use 
of  feed  for  domestic  lifestock  and 
wild  game. 

“We’re  anxious  for  the  lab  to  be 
built  because  it  would  create 
many  more  opportunities  for 
research,”  said  Dr.  Wood.

The  1973  edition  of  the  Cougar 
track  and  field  team  provided 
BYU  with  a  most  impressive 
display  of  talent  and  ability  this 
past  year. 

Last  fall  the  cross  country  team 
came  away  with  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  title  for  the 
second  straight  year.  The  Cougars 
then  added  another  honor  to  its 
trophy  case  by  capturing  the  WAC 
indoor  championship  at  the  Salt 
Palace  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Coach 
Clarence  Robison’s  track  and  field 
unit  then  won  its  third  WAC 
crown  by  winning  the  outdoor 
championships  held  in  Provo  last 
month. 

The  third-place  finish  shared  by 
BYU  and  Arizona  State  in  the 
NCAA  Track  and  Field 
Championships  in  Baton  Rouge 
was  a  fitting  climax  for  Cougar 
thinclads.  The  course  of  the 
season  produced  some 
outstanding  individual 
performances.  Mitch  Wiley’s 
third-place  finish  in  the  six-mile 
run  and  Gary  Cramer’s 
second-place  medal  in  the 
steeplechase  were  some  of  the 
unexpected  outcopies  of  the 
recent  NCAA  championships. 

During  the  one  mile  heats  at  the 
NCAA  trials,  Paul  Cummings 
came  within  an  eyelash  of 
becoming  the  first  BYU  miler  to 
break  the  four-minute  barrier, 
when  he  ran  the  mile  in  4:00.9, 
and  won  his  heat  in  the  process. 

But  the  most  publicized 
accomplishment  of  the  Cougar 
track  season  was  the  winning  of 
the  NCAA  decathlon  event  by 
Raimo  Pihl.  The  all-around 
performer,  who  comes  from 
Tulliage,  Sweden,  captured  the

decathlon  titles  at  the  Drake 
relays,  the  United  States  Track 
and  Field  Federation 
championship,  the  WAC  and  the 
NCAA  crowns  in  a  period  of  less 
than  two  months. 

Pihl’s  7,782  points  in  Baton 
Rouge  meet  set  an  NCAA  point 
total  record  for  the  decathlon 
event.  Prior  to  Raimo’s  decision 
to  concentrate  on  the  decathlon 
because  of  an  elbow  injury,  he  set 
a  BYU  school  record  by  throwing 
the  javelin  264-1.  In  addition  to 
this  he  has  reputable  clockings  in 
the  440  yard  and  400-meter  runs. 

Also,  several  Cougar  trackmen 
joined  the  top  five  at  BYU  in  their 
respective  events.  Jim  Blaylock’s 

16- 6  pole  vault  at  the  WAC 
outdoor  meet  is  exceeded  only  by 
Altti  Alarotu’s  1968  mark  of 

17- 3.  In  the  triple  jump.  Sigurd 
Langeland’s  leap  of  52-1 014  is 
surpassed  only  by  Pertti  Pousi’s 
54-11  3/4  mark  set  in  1968.  This 
year’s  javelin  mark  of  259-614, 
which  was  set  by  Juhani 
Nummela,  ranks  second  only  to 
Raimo  Pihl’s  school  record  of 
264-1.  Zdravko  Pecar’s  discus  toss 
of  195-0  at  this  year’s  Modesto 
Relays  came  within  an  inch  of  the 
school  record  set  by  Mike 
Louisiana  back  in  1971.

Some  sports  announcers 
throughout  the  nation  may  find 
their  jobs  in  jeopardy  because  of  a 
recent  FCC  inquiry. 

The  FCC  is  investigating 
professional  and  amateur  leagues 
and  teams  which  require  private 
radio  and  television  stations  to 
give  sports  organizations  the 
power  to  select  sports  announcers. 

Issues  involved  in  the  inquiry 
concern  whether  the  station 
owner  is  relinquishing  control 
over  programming  by  letting  the 
club  or  sponsor  choose,  hire  and 
pay  his  play-by-play  announcer. 

The  FCC  is  taking  action  to 
determine  whether  a 
team-employed  sports  announcer 
is  subordinating  the  public 
interest  by  programming  his  own 
private  opinion. 

PAUL  JAMES,  who  announces 
BYU’s  basketball  and  football 
games,  will  probably  avoid  any 
problems  with  the  FCC 
investigation  because  he  is  an 
employe  of  KSL,  not  BYU. 

“KSL  decides  who  will  do  the 
announcing,  not  us,”  said  Clyde 
Sandgren,  legal  counsel  for  BYU. 
“They  pay  James,  we  don’t.” 

“Nobody  says  anything  to  me 
at  KSL  or  BYU,”  James 
explained.

Water  safety  law 
needed  for  river 

The  Central  Utah  Water  Council 
has  asked  the  Utah  County 
Commission  to  enact  an  ordinance 
prohibiting  the  use  of  any  floating 
device,  or  swimming  on  or  in 
Provo'  River. 

The  ordinance  was  proposed  as 
a  result  of  the  drownings  that 
have  occurred  in  the  river  this 
spring  and  in  past  years. 

According  to  Arnold  Roylance, 
Utah  County  Attorney,  the 
regulation  of  water  sports  on  the 
Provo  River  is  primarily  the 
responsibility  of  the  Utah  State 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

Commissioner  Paul  Thorn  says 
that  it  is  out  of  the  county’s 
jurisdiction.  According  to  Myron 
Fulrath,  chairman  of  the  Central 
Utah  Water  Safety  Council,  they 
were  not  aware  of  this  when  they 
submitted  the  proposed  ordinance 
to  the  county.

The  fact  that  Boryla  could  fire 
Howard,  if  he  desired,  leaves  open 
the  possibility  that  sports 
announcers  and  what  they  they 
broadcast  are  strictly  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  club  owners. 

“BORYLA  HAS  never  put  the 
muzzle  on  me,”  Howard  added. 
‘‘Sometimes  I’ve  knocked  the 
Stars  pretty  good,  but  nobody 
ever  told  me  to  stop.” 

He  said  he  recognized  that  some 
owners  do  control  what  is 
announced.  When  Howard  was 
working  for  the  San  Diego 
Rockets,  he  said,  the  president  of 
the  club  got  on  him  for 
announcing  that  they  were 


beating  a  team  with  a  six-game 
losing  streak. 

Howard  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
the  investigation  because  “it  will 
clear  the  air,  and  give  some  of  the 
people  who  are  controlling  what 
announcers  say,  some  second 
thoughts.” 

Weber  State’s  sports  announcer, 
Don  Spainhower,  said,  “I  think 
professional  teams  do  tell  their 
announcers  what  to  say.  I  don’t 
agree  with  that  practice.” 

SPAINHOWER  WORKS  in  the 
Public  Relations  Dept,  at  Weber 
and  announces  sports  over  a 
private  local  station. 

“I  suppose  I  use  a  certain 
amount  of  personal  bias 
unconsciously,  but  no  one  tells 
me  what  to  say,”  Spainhower 
said.  “I  try  to  give  an  honest 
picture  by  giving  the  negative 
aspects  as  well  as  the  positive.”

John  Dean’s  Watergate  testimony 
draws  student  reaction  in  survey 


‘  ‘  I  THINK  DEAN  is 
incriminating  himself  by 
mentioning  other  people  in  his 
statements,”  said  Lyman  Noyes, 
25,  a  marketing  major  from 
Caldwell,  Idaho. 

“Dean’s  testimony  will  be  the 
pivotal  point  if  they  bring 
impeachment  charges  against  the 
President  of  the  U.S.,”  said  Don 
Williams,  37,  an  education 
administration  major  from  Logan. 

“If  what  Dean  says  about  the 
meetings  are  correct,  inquiry  into 
impeachment  would  be  OK;  if 
not,  Dean  has  misused  his  office 
of  trust  in  the  federal 
government,”  Williams  added. 

Leron  Gubler,  21,  a 
communications  major  from 
Porterville-,  Calif.,  said  Dean 
wasn’t  definite  enough.  “I 
expected  him  to  have  more  proof ; 
he  didn’t  pin  the  President.” 

“He  could  be  more  explicit,” 
said  Pernilla  Baker,  25,  an  art 
major  from  Salt  Lake  City.  “He 
didn’t  say  enough.” 

OTHER  STUDENTS  expressed 
weariness  of  the  entire  Watergate 
coverup.  “I’m  tired  of  hearing 
about  Watergate;  it’s  been  played 
up  too  much,”  said  Caroline 
Christensen,  36,  a  business 
education  major  from  Richfield, 
Ut. 

“Everything  about  Watergate 
turns  me  off,  I  can’t  think  it 
would  come  to  that,”  said  Ruth 
Nielsen,  20,  a  social  work  major 
from  Fountain  Green,  Ut. 

“From  what  I  can  see,  there  is  a 
great  discrepancy  between  Dean 
and  Nixon;  it  depends  on  who  to 
believe-Dean  or  Nixon. 
“Personally,  I  think  I  would  take 
the  opinion  of  the  President  over 
that  of  John  Dean,”  commented 
Rich  Dean,  29,  a  nursing  major 
from  Evanston,  Wyo. 

“DEAN’S  TESTIMONY  is 
really  interesting.  It  is  either  true 
or  false.  Either  he  or  the  President 
has  to  be  right,”  said  Chuck 
Gould,  25,  a  business  major  from 
Litchfield  Park,  Arizona. 

Kathy  Wellard,  19,  a 
psychology  major  from  Salt  Lake 
City,  said  she  hoped  the  President 
wasn’t  involved,  while  Estella 
Harwood,  19,  a  nursing  major 
from  Spanish  Fork,  said,  “I  think 
the  President  knew  about  it.”

Provo  plane  crash  survivor 
reported  in  critical  condition 


A  12-year -old  girl  who  survived 
last  week’s  Provo  airport  plane 
crash  is  still  in  critical  condition  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

The  girl,  Ginna  Gibson,  was 
thrown  clear  of  the  aircraft.  Her 
parents  and  two  brothers  were  all 
killed  in  the  crash. 

Doctors  in  Salt  Lake  City  report 
that  Ginna  is  suffering  from 
second-and  third-degree  burns 
that  cover  50  per  cent  of  her 
body.  She  is  presently  in  isolation 
at  the  University  of  Utah  Medical 
Center.

As  of 
now  Martin  is  convinced  the 
engines  just  did  not  have  what  it 
takes  to  lift  the  plane  from  the 
runway  at  this  altitude. 

Power  ratings  for  the 
twin-engine  aircraft  are  more  than 
adequate  for  take-off  in  this  area 
but  for  some  reason  they  did  not 
perform  according  to 
specifications,  Martin  said.

Dean’s  testimony  about  the 
Watergate  coverup  vary  from 
believing  he  is  telling  the  truth  to 
believing  he  is  trying  to  coverup 
his  own  involvement.
